tions and of the National Commitiee from
all parts of the country, and their opinion,
almost without exception, may be summed |
up in a single sentence. If Blaine will
permit the use of his name as a candidate
none other need apply. Otherwize the
President will be renominated. Much
praise is given to the President. He is ad-
mired for his self-poise and for the vigor |
snd cleanness of his adminisgation. They |
are really prond of him, but samehow their
hearts beat quicker at the mention of the
name of Blaine.
The Difference in the Applianse,

He seems to them to be the best living
representative of a purely Americun type
of political greatness that is almost extinet.
When the name of Harrison was mentioned
vesterday the applause was hearty, but any
suggestion of Blaive called a roar of cheers.

A fitting conclasion to these significant
incidents and expressions of the last fow
davs was the visit of the Minneapolis dele-
gation to the State Department to-day,
They were promptly ushered into the room
of the Secretary, each one was introduced
to him personally, and each one was shaken
heartily by the hand. The expressions
were more than those of admiration and
passing courtesy. BSome of the bolder ones
plainly said that they were for him for
the Presidental nomination, and that, if he
would allow the use of his:name, Minnesota
wauld support him to a man.

Nlaine Sald Never a Weord,

To all these friendly manifestations, Mr.
Blaine smiled blandly and had no word of
reproof when his name was associated with
the nomination. It is plain from the feel-
ing of these representative Republicans
that if Blaine does mot absolutels forbid
the presentation of his name, be will sweep
the convention.

The spirit of the Minneapolis people isa
foreeast of the state of the Minneapolitan
stmosphere at the time of the convention
unless a chilly wave sweeps down upon the
¢ity in the form of a decided negative from
Mr. Biaine. If that negative be not forih-
coming Blaine wlll be on every wall and
Biaine bauners will be swung from every
window. .

The sestiment of the Minneapolis people
for Blaine is a subject of much gossip this
evening, aud the Harrison people now ms-
sert that Clarkson well knew he was send-
ing the convention to a thoroughly Blaine
city.

Formal Call for the Convention.

The Republican National Committee met
this morning at 11 o'clock to prepare the
formal esll for the next national conven-
tion. A= completed it was read by Mr.

C al district, ench Territory and
the District of Colnmbia to two delogates,
The Manner of Sslection.

The delegates at laige shall be chosen by
popular State conventions, called on not
less than 20 days’ publie notice and not less
than 30 days before the meeting of the Na-
tlonal Convention. The Congressional dis-
trict delegaies shall be chosen by popular
conventions, called by the Congressionsl
Committee of esch alstriet, In the same
maaner a8 the nomination for a Representa-
tive in Congress Is made in said district,
provided that in any Congressional district
where there is no Congressional Committee,
owing to redistvicting the State undér the
next Congressionu]l apportionment, the Re.

publiean State Committee shall appoint
from the residents of such distriots o com-
mittea for the purpose of ealling n district
convention to elect distriot delegates.

The Territorial delegates shall be chosen
in the same mauner as the nomination of a
delegntion in Congress is made. The deole-
gntes in the Distriet of Columbis shall be
chosen at a convention constituted of mem-
bers elected in primary distriet assemblies
under the call and direction of the Repub-
lican Central Committee of the Distriet of
Columbia.

NeEw CastLE, PA., Nov. 24—The
famous Tate, Shaffer and Downing bribery
cases bobbed up again in court to-day, when
B. A. Winternitz, attorney for the trio,
presented a petition to Judge Hazen asking
that his clients might have permission to
enter s plea of nolle contendere to the
fourth count in the indictment, which
eharges them with receiving bribes as Con-
gressional delegates, from the hands of
William D. Wallace, a prominent member
of the New Castle bar.

THE VALUE OF THE BIG SHIPMENTS

Nearly $1,500,000 worth of coaffleft Pitts-
burg yesterday for Southern ports  Bis
volumes of black smoke pouring forth from
the huge stacks of the towboats brought .
lightness of heart to many men on Water
street yesterday. There was a good story
in that heavy vaporing as it lazily rose and
went on about its business far above the
beights of Mount Washington.

It meant that the long-continued spell of
low water had been broken, and upward of
15,000,000 bushels of coal would go out to
be distributed among the Southern ecities,
And the people down there have been
looking for it, too. They need it, and that
badly. There has not been such a dearth in
the coal market for years, By to-day noon
there will not be o boat in port, with the
exception of the Mayflower, that runs by
steam. The vast expense in tying up the
coalboats, and their flest can be appreciated
when the estimated monetary value of the
coal sent out yesterday and last night will
amount to between £1,500,000 and $2,000,-
000.

Busy on the Wharf,

The animated scenes along the river front
yesterday all day were, in & measure, com-
pared to loungers hurrying to a fire or &
fresh free lunch. The roustabouts wers
bappy, and the humblest carried with them
a happy look and as independent & bearing
as the haughty snd censorious captain.
Freight boats from down the river, of
which the average riverman had forgot-
ten the names, came into port “once
more. They were laden with all sorts
of freight and general merchandise,
consigned to Pittsburg and points above.

Much hustling was done in unloading the
cargoes, and not a few expletives trom the
excited roustubouts added to the hurrah.

laces to tie up loured bonts and barges be-
ow locks Nos. 1 and 2. The consequence is
that there is continual fighting for place to
pass through the locks first,and this is often

attended by damage and serious loss. A big ,
lockage is considered three barges and a
towboat at a single time.

This necessitates the dropping of them
through the leck, and then going back after
the remainder of the tow, taking up much
time and eausing dizastrons delay.

Some damage was caunsed by the recent
ltom to the fleet and bosts lying along the
river.

The Coal City inadvertently ran into the
Chartiers wharf boat at the foot of Market
street, eausing it to sink about half wav.
It is understood thst Reno Brothers, who
owned it, will buy the City of Pittsburg
aud utilize it for the same purpose as the
wreeked boat. They will, however, change
the loeation of their boat and move it up
nearer the Smithfield street bridge.
